He did say his findings dis- 
ciesed that the walls of the main 
building, erected in 1917, were 
devoid of bracing which weuld 
be necessary for resisting wind 
force and earthquake loads as 
are presently figured by the 
state and local codes. 

, He also pointed cut that the 
foundation walls. of the main 
buitding probably were not re- 
inforced.

Original plans for the building 
are not available rer the date of 
ene of the additions.

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$135,000 Needed for Camp and Headquarters 


7 Fund Drive Started 


| Working Parties | 
To Ready Site 
In High Sierras 


Old Baldy Council of Boy 
Scouts of Americal today was 
building up momentum in a drive 
launched last week to raise $135,- 
600 to build a proposed building 
and training center west of Up- 
land and to purchase and equip 
the new council campsite in the 
High Sierras. 

The council headquarters ~ is 
estimated to cost $97,000 with 
$12,000 going for. the site and 
$87,000 for the structure. Cost 
of the camp is set at $36,000. 

The new campsite of 440 acres 
is owned by the Old Baldy Coun- 
cil and replaces the 12-acreé Camp 
Tulakes which was leased from 
the federal government and is 
too small to accommodate activ- 
‘ities of the growing Boy Scout 
population. 

Adjoining Sequoia natiorfal For- 
est, the new site was formerly 
an Indian camp. Arrow and spear 
points are still. found in_ its 
fields and woods and along its 
stream and lake shore. 

It now has only a few small 
buildings, two corrals and a barn. 
Extensive work will be necessary 
to ready it for use this summer. 

Work Planned 

The camping committee of the 
council is planning a_ series of 
work parties for 10 -successive 
week ends beginning April 16-17, 
with about 30 workers to the 
group. 

Projects planned for comple- 
tion, by tune 8 are road repair, 
installation of water tanks, lay- 
ing water lines, building a camp 
kitchen, a shower. house, install- 
ing generators, propane’ tanks, 
hot water storage tanks a water 
heater and incinerator. 

The new camp is scheduled to 
open July 25 if work parties are 
successful in preparing the camp 
by that date.

Need Is Certain For More School 
F Buildings; Economy Is Essential 


Why are Chaffey officials and other Persons so con- 
cerned about more high schools and more facilities for 
Chatiey College? 

They know many more school buildings will be needed. 

An election is called for May 20 and voters will be asked 
to approve a $3,690,000 bond issue. Of this sum, Upland’s 
new high school will be allotted $275,000. Most of the re- 
mainder will be used in building a new high school in On- 
tario to replace the Euclid avenue campus. Chaffey college 
will then use the present Euclid avenue site. 

By calculating the number of students at present in -the 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh grades, school officials can 
be reasonably safe in forecasting the high school enroll- 
ment of the future. 

As of September 13, 1954, there were 6,188 students in 
these four elementary grades in the Chaffey district. Added 
to this figure is an estimate of the increase. By 1959, high 
school enrollment in the Chaffey district is forecast at 8.407. 
College enrollment is estimated at 2,506 five years hence. 

High school enrollment at the start of the current year was 
4,457. It is obvious that with an anticipated increase of 4,000 
in five years, something must be done about the educational 
facilities. 

The biggest community problem is in providing suitable 
educational facilities for all grades. 

Economy in construction is essential. 


Upland Is Not Interested In 
Becomin3, A Part of Ontario 


No, Ontario,—Upland is not at all interested in becoming a 
part of your community. 

A few words were expressed at a recent meeting of the El 
Camino Real club in Claremont about the Possibility of Up- 
land and other areas becoming associated with Ontario in 
a borough system of government. It is acknowledged there 
may be some advantages——but many more disadvantages to 
such a plan. In general, we are very sure Uplanders are not 
at all interested. 

Our city government is very acceptable—by comparison 
with Ontario. This community is free of the petty bickerings, 
jealousies and confusion that is apparently existing in the 
community south of the freeway. In mutual problems such as 
‘sewerage disposal, there can be continued cooperation, just 
as there has been in the past. 

Now, more than ever, however, Upland is in an enviable 
position in taking care of the present and in planning for its 
future. 

Upland has provided an adequate site for its enlarged city 
hall of the future. Basically, the zoning plan is very sound 
and its execution can be administered very capably without 
any help from Ontario. 

The freeway is a very logical—and apparent boundary 
line between Upland and Ontario. We point to it and say; 
everything north of that line is Upland’s concern. 

Grove avenue is the dividing line between Upland and 
Cucamonga and this boundary must be observed. 

In the great area of expansion ahead, community identities 
must be maintained. Loyal local interests are very import- 
ant for the maintenance of an active and strong community 
spirit. Rather than talk about more closely uniting the polit- 
ical connections with Ontario, we should constantly build up 
community interest and emphasize “Upland” ‘at every turn. 

No, Upland does not want its city hall south of the freeway. 


Foreign Students Can Tell Us 
What’s Wron3 With-Our Homes 


Foreign studenis at Chaffey and in other southland col- 
leges are learning a lot about America; and indirectly we can 
learn a lot about their homelands, 

A group of exchange studenis from Europe recently re- 
ported at a meeting in Pasadena that in their lands families 
q@re much more closely kni than families here. 

The great interest that Americans have in clubs and civic 
affairs greaily impressed the foreign students. And they felt 
that such activities drew families away from the home and dif- 
fused interests. Maybe here it’s the case of so much time being 
taken by clubs sponsoring the welfare of children that the 
members have no time to spend with their own children. 

In other countries, there are not so many cars to scatter 
members of the family in all directions many nights a week. 
The foreign students said that families in their countries spend 
time together with bicycle trips overnight. Teen-agers hold 
afternoon parties in other countries instead of the night affairs 
as in America. 

The experience of raveling around America and living in 
private hornes deepened the students’ understanding of this 


country and their appreciation of what they like about their. 


own. And closer family ties in their own country apparently 
is one thing they like. 


Chain Stores Are Not “Winnin3” 


Chain stores do not dominate the food business and are 
not running the independents out of business, according to 
a report from a trade paper. 

The proportion of business accounted for by the two 
groups has’ barely changed in 20 years. In 1933, the inde- 
pendenis did 63 per cent and the chains 37 per cent. During 
1954, the division was 64 per cent for the independents and 
36 per cent for the chains.
